A  BRIEF  INTRODUCTION  TO  PSALMODY. 


The  seven  primitive  degrees  of  sound  in  music  are  represented  by  characters  called  Notes,  placed  upon  fire  line*  and  spaces,  called  a 
Stave.  ^3^—^  The  Notes  being  named  after  the  first  seven  letters  of  the  alphabet.  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  F,  G.  The  situation  of  those  letters  on  tlie 
stave  is  governe<i  by  certain  characters  called  ClilTg,  placed  at  the  beginning  of  the  stare.  First  is  the  F  or  Bass  Cliffy  always  placed  upon  the 
fourth  line,  thus—    ^^  The  C,  or  Counter  Cliff,  placed  upon  tke  third  line.  ■  ;  C^     The  0,  being  the  Tenor  or  Treble  Cliff,  placed

TIME  AND  IT3  DIFFERENT  MOODS. 

Time  is  one  of  tlie  first  and  most  essential  properties  in  music,  and 
t!ierefore  ouiiht  to  be  an  object  of  particular  attention.  Where  this  es- 
sential branch  of  musical  excellence  is  neglected,  order  and  true  harmo- 
ny are  changed  into  coiii'usion  and  discor.l.  Musical  Time  is  of  two 
sorts,  Cora-non  and  Triple.  Common  Time  is  divided  by  an  even  num- 
ber of  beats  in  each  bar,  as  two  or  four — Triple  Time  is  divided  into  odd 
numbers,  as  three.  These  times  arc  indicated  by  certain  signs  or  figures, 
placed  at  the  beginning  of  the  stave. 

OF  COMMON  TIMS. 

First  Mood.  ^^    This  mood  denotes  the  slowest  movement ;   each 

bar  including  one  seraibreve  for  its  measure,  or  other  notes  or  rests  in 
proportion,  with  four  beats,  beating  two  down  and  two  up,  in  about  lour 
seconds  ef  time.

two  down  and  two  up,  unless  the  movement  be  very  brisk,  then  once  down 
and  once  up  will  be  sufficient.

!y  dipetses  from  his  subject,  and  nuis  wild  amid  the  fervor  of  liis 
fancy. 

Catch.  A  humourous  voeal  composition  of  English  invention,  consisting 
of  three  or  more  hamioiiic  parts,  in  wliich  the  nu  Iodic?  arc  so  oj)- 
posed  and  intennipled  by  tlie  coniri\nnce  of  the  composer,  that  in 
the  performance,  the  siugei-s  catch  up  each  others  sentences,  and 
give  to  the  words  a  diirerent  sense  from  that  of  the  original  reading.

An  epithet  given  to  certain  plaintive  and  alTecting  mel- 
odies. 

Effect.  That  impression  which  a  composition  makes  on  the  ear  and 
mind  in  perfonaance.  To  produce  a  good  etl'ect,  real  genius,  pro- 
found science,  and  a  cultivated  judgment,  are  indispensable  requi- 
sites. So  much  does  the  true  value  of  all  music  depend  on  its  effect^ 
that  it  is  to  this  quality  eveiy  candidate  for  fame  as  a  musical  au- 
thor should  unceasingly  attend.  The  most  goncial  mistake  of  com- 
posers in  their  pursuit  of  this  great  object  is,  the  being  more  solicit- 
ous to  load  their  scores  with  numerous  parts  and  powerful  combina- 
tions, than  to  pioduce  onginality,  purity,  and  sweetness  of  melodj, 
and  to  enrich  and  enforce  their  ideas  by  that  happy  contrast  of  in- 
strumental tones,  and  timely  relief  of  fulness  ami  simplicity,  which 
give  light  and  shade  to  the  whole  ;  and  by  their  picturesque  im- 
pression delight  the  ear  and  interest  the  feelings. 

t-Jxprcssion.  X^iat  quality  ia  a  corBpogiiioa  or  perforaiaucc  froiH  which 


we  receive  a  kind  of  sentimental  appeal  to  our  feelings,  and  wliich 
conslitBlesoue  of  the  first  of  musical  requisites.
